Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see response, filed 6/8/2006, with respect to Claims 1-2, 
5-6, 8-9, and 1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive in light of the 
amendments made to the claims and the Examiners Amendment included herein. The 
rejection of Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8-9, and 11 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8-9, and 1 1 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per Claims 1, 8, and 9, the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggest the 
claimed element of a data deletion prohibition period which specifies a period of time 
beginning at the insertion of a row into the database during which the row cannot be 
deleted. 

All other Claims depend from Claims 1 , 8, and 9.
